Seek Earlier 


Retirement Plan 


The Upland city council last 
night took under consideraticn 
until its next regular meeting 
the request of ‘city employes for 
a plan which would allow retire- 
ment at the age of 60 instead of 
65. 

With several councilmen ques- 
tioning the feasibility of the pro- 
posal, the council voted to delay 
action with a promise that a def- 
inite ruling would be made at 
thé March 4 meeting. 

The cost to the city to estab- 
lish the 60-year old retirement 
plan as of June 30, 1947, would 
be $1,914.43, with payments an- 
nually increasing $1,419. All 
employes would pay 50 per cent 
more on their retirement fund 
than they do now. 

The request for the new plan 
was presented by Arthur Hays 
and Richard Derby, city building 
inspector, spoke in favor of it. 

R. G. Manley, city manager, 
Said that the theory behind the 
earlier retirement plan is that 
older employes can be relieved, 
enabling the city to hire 
younger men through the years. 
He also stated that the state 
several years ago established 60 


Councilman Ray Sherwood stat- 
ed that he wasn’t sure that city 
and the taxpayers would derive 
much of a benefit from it and 
added that for all practical pur- 
poses it would amount to an- 
other salary increase for city 
employes. 

It is understood that Ontario 
city employes have also prepar- 
ed a brief and will present it to 
the Ontario council soon.

accination For Upland Dogs Passed 


Clinic May Be 
Provided By 
City Council 


ty last night joined all 
‘other cities in San Bernardino 
county by the passage of an 
amendment to its existing dog 
“~~ | ordinance for compulsory. ra- 
bies vaccination of all dogs 
within the city limits. 

As passed by the city coun- 
cil dog owners in order to 
be eligible for a city license 
next July must present a certi- 
ficate showing that the dog 
has been vaccinated not ear- 
lier than Dec. 31, 1947. All 
canines four months or more 
are subject to this new regu- 
tation. 

Administrative procedures. re- 
main to be worked out, but coun- 
cilmen indicated that they would 
prefer to conduct a clinic at which 
time dogs could be vaccinated and 
receive their licenses at the same 
time. Whether there will be a 
boost in city license fees or whe- 
ther a separate charge of $1 will 
be made for the vaccination has 
not been decided upon as yet. 

Bateman Present 

Present last night at the meet- 
ing to explain the county ordin- 
ance on rabies vaccination and its 
need were W. C. Bateman, county 
veterinarian, F. E. Lichiyter and 
W. J. Kelber, loca: vete7inarians. 
L. D. Spence, chief of the County 
Sanitation bureau, also attended 
and introduced Mr. Bateman to 
the council. 

Mr. Bateman said that the pur- 
pose of vaccination was to control 
any future epidemic cf rabies, 
pointing out that in Redlands and 
Chino, where epidemics had vro- 
ken out, innoculations had been 
able to bring them under control. 
He stated that the county law 
provided that vaccinations given 
now would be good until July 1, 
1949. This was done in order to 
arrive at a ‘starting point” since 
all county dog licenses are issued 
every July 1. A rabies vaccina- 
tion is usually effective for a year 
at a time, and it would be neces- 
sary for dogs to be innoculated 
every year in the future, Mr. Bate- 
man added. 

Mr. Lichlyter and Mr. Kelber 
both said that they would be will- 
ing to vaccinate dogs .at $1 each 
in order to get the rabies control 
program under way. 

Health Code 

The second reading cf the city’s 
health ordinance was passed and 
duly established. It sets up a 
health code and provides for a 
health pvard and healt. officers, 
defining the duties or ¢2tn. 

A temporary permit for water 
was granted to the Morrison and 
Knutson Co., which is working on 
the freeway south of California 
boulevard. The plant, which will 
manufacture Mineral aggregate 
for pavihg, will be in operation for 
60 days and will use about 50,000 
gallons of water a day. City Man- 
ager R. G. Manley said that the 
city could afford to grant the wa- 
ter on a temporary basis. 

On a motion by Councilman. E. 
Tweed Stone, the council voted to 
continue Eleventh street from 
Campus to Upland Memorial park 
at a 42 foot width as it is now. 
This action was taken due to the 
proposed subdivision on the south- 
east corner of Eleventh and .Cam- 
pus, for which plans are now in 
the process of being drawn. It was 
felt by the council that since there 
is an increasing amount of traffic 
on Eleventh, it would be well to 
maintain the large width. 

Reciprocity 

The recommendation of the Up- 
land health board that a recipro- 
city agreement be made with On- 
tario to have licenses issued in 
either city to plumbers be accept- 
able in both communities was 
passed. 

Councilman Ray Sherwood was 
named to represent the city at the 
meeting of the San Antonio Water 
te next Tuesday.

One’s mind  imnrediately 
quires how it is possible to 
tablish a joint economy between 
two states that have neither a 
joint defense nor joint political 
interests? It was assumed that 
Jews and Arabs would co-oper- 
ate smoothly on economic mat- 
ters--why not on_ political mat- 
ters, which would imply a duo- 
national state? 

The majority vote of the U. N. 
assembly is put forward as though 
it were law, which the Arabs are 
compelled to accept. Had any 
one of the great powers refused 
a majority recommendation, it 
would not have been law. The 
Arab states vetoed the judgment, 
claiming the prerogative possess- 
ed by great powers. . Why, ask 
the Arab states, is the veto not 
the right of weaker states where 
their immediate interests are in- 
volved? Where, in the U. N. 
charter, they ask, is there any 
presumption that whatever is de+ 
cided by a majority of the as- 
sembly and a Unanimous vote of 
the security council becomes 
binding law on anyone? What 
are the juridiccal foundations for 
this act?

Qne’s sympathies in this strug- 
gle cannot close one’s mind to the 
fateful question here posed. . This 
is the first example of weak states 
claiming and exercising the veto 
prerogative which five great 
states enjoy by explicit provisions 
of the charter.

And, assuming that the deci- 
sion has the “force” of law, where 
is the force? ‘The commission's 
report calls for an “internation- 


al’ force. An “international” 
force would be responsible  ex- 
clusively to the U. N.* But no 
such force exists.

States sent a force it would be 
responsible to the U. 8.; it would 
wear American uniforms, and no 
fiction would make it what it 
isn't.

The Palestine commission  re- 
ports that the Jewish militia 
called for in partition could be 
formed; but no militia of an Arab 
state could be, since the Arabs 
abstain.
